by th* supreme court. 
Th* case involved the validity of

Th* first of th* legal tender eases 
was argued in 1868. but it was * .t 
until Fab. 7. 1870, that th* decision 
was annonncad. 
Sevan Judges — 
there war# two vacancies—divided 
four to three. Th* majority, Chief 
Justle* Chass. Nelson, Clifford and 
Field, held that 
th* attempt to 
make paper currency legal tender 
was not "an appropriate and plain­ 
ly adopted means of carrying on 
th* war." 
Called Inconsistent 
They said that "a law not made 
in pursuance of an express power. 
which necessarily and in its direct 
operation Impairs th* obligation of 
contracts, is Inconsistent with th* 
spirit of the Constitution." 
Another part of the opinion said 
the stress of war made the time un­ 
favorable "to considerate reflection 
upon th* constitutional 
limits of 
legislative or executive authority.

But on tbs day the decision was 
announced. President Grant sent 
the appointments of two new joe 
Mess to the senate. Four days after 
they were seated, a rehearing in 
the ease was granted. 
The court 
said; 
"The consequences of our deci­ 
sion will affect the entire business 
of the country, lf it be held by this 
court that. congress bas no consti­ 
tutional power under any circum­ 
stances. or in any emergency, to 
make treasury notes a legal tender 
for th* payment of all debts, th* 
government is without those means 
of salf-prasarvatlon which all most 
admit, may, in certain contingen­ 
cies. become indispensable." 
On May 1,1871. more than a year 
later, th* court reversed the first

and sustained th* legal 
tender acta aa a valid exercise by 
congress of the war power.

Gold Question Old 
Issue With Hughes 
WASHINGTON.

with Chief Justice Hughes when it 
came before the supreme court. 
Five years ago ha voted with the 
majority of the permanent court for 
international justice to uphold pay 
mnnt in gold or its equivalent lo a 
casa presenting tome factors Simi 
lar to and others differing with tbs 
present American cases. 
Brstll had Issued gold bonds stip­ 
ulating payment of principal and 
interest should ba In gold francs. 
Before they matured th# franc was 
devalued—that la, th* amount of 
gold contained in it was reduced.

American 
republic 
tried to pay face value in the new 
francs. 
Holders of the bonds in­ 
sisted on an amount of gold equal 
to th# quantity of that metal which 
would havs been received had tbs 
gold content of th* franc not been 
cut. 
With 
Hughes 
concurring, 
the 
court ruled that the "devalorUa- 
tlon of th* French 
franc" 
could 
not. in fact. increase th* obligations 
of Brain and that the gold claus* 
which th* bonds contained: "Mere­ 
ly prevent th# borrower from avail­ 
ing itself cf tbs possibility of dis­ 
charging th* debt in (its own) de­ 
preciated currency.” 
In the cases before the supreme 
court, there was sn added factor on 
which th* case pivoted. Congress 
besides ordering the dollar deva! 
ued, outlawed the claus* in Amerl 
can bonds and contracts requiring 
payment in gold.

Hughes asked some pointed ques

STEEL OUTPUT 
RETAINS PACE 


Demands of Auto In­ 
dustry Maintain 
Current Peak 


CLEVELAND. 0„ Feb. 18—Ship­ 
ments of finished steel held their 
current peak last week before fresh 
orders from the auto industry, the 
magasine Steel reported today. 
Ingot production, however, drop­ 
ped Ii points to 53 per cent. 
Auto manufacturers turned out 
82,000 units last week. nearly 4.000 
more than In the preceding week. 
This resulted in sheet mills con­ 
tinuing to operate at 70 percent 
and strip mills at 65 percent. 
The decline in raw steel output 
is not disconcerting to most steel 
maker*, the m*g*xln* said. for they 
did not expect the nine-week steady 
rise to carry up to the year’s peak 
in on* rush. 
Operations In tin plate mills fell 
18 points to 70 percent. Pig Iron 
producers, however, reported hsv- 
tng more specifications for tonnaxe 
than in the month of January, 
which was two days longer. 
Railroads were reported ordering 
considerable material for repairs. 
The iron and steel price com­ 
posite compiled by the magasine 
dropped two cents last week to 
832.54. The finished steel index 
held at 154. 
Pittsburgh district 
operatiions dropped five points to 
39 percent; Youngstown rose two 
to 60 percent; Cleveland dropped 
five to 77; Wheeling dropped three 
to 87, Detroit held at IOO.

Tho victim may be aroused (rom

W e ain. It may be morning before 
b a axerlenees any discomfort. The 
pain may be extrem ely severe, caus­ 
ing apprehension and even real 
alarm . Fortunately, it soon wears 
off, but in an extrem e case may 
persist for several days. 
T he sufferer bolds his head turn 
Od toward the painful aide. When 
the chin ii tilted upward the pain 
to likely to be lessened.

It baa strong support from Re­ 
publicans and Democrats who ara 
uneasy over the mounting deficit, 
or doubt the wisdom of the admin­ 
istration's 
attem pt 
to 
transfer 
those on the dole to work relief. 
Although administration leaders 
today said they expected to keep
